Anyway, he feels that he should be either hospitalized 
now by the CIA facilities or be given a pension and adequate medical 
assistance, or both. Although this letter is not very well construct- 
ed to you, because of the pressure of time as I dictate it, J am 
attaching a good number of documents which have something to do with 
this and I would appreciate it very much if this matter could be 
looked into to see that he gets whatever would be prover for him
